TO commMiomte the Virtues e( great and 
eminent Men, who have been honourable 
in their Day, is a Tribute due to their Memorf.

Among this Clafs the late Samuel FoibergUl^ 
of Warrington^ an eminent Preacher amongft 
die ^^uakers^ may with great Juftice be ranked.

As a Member of Civil Society, he was c)i&^ 
ceedingly ufeful, filling up the focjal and relative 
Duties of Life with great Propriety. Blamelefi 
an his, Manners; kind^ charitable, and ready on 
all Occafions to devote his Time and Talents to 
prpmbte the bcfl of all Caufes, the Good of 
Mankind.^ He lived belpvcd, and his Lois -is 
^deeply deplored by all who had tlw Happineli 
of knowing his Worth. 

As a- Preacher, he was far fuperior to moft ' 
who fill that -Station : Sound in the moft im» 
portant Doftrines of the Chrijiian Faith, he 
endeavoured to promote them univ^rfally, with 
che greateft Ehirgy of Language, and the moft 
perfuafive feloquenoe. In this Capacity he was 
•indeed truly great ; and. his Grcatnefs received 
jidditional Luftre from his Humility.
